NOTIFICATION 


New Delhi , the 25th October 1972 


SO. 680(E)/IDRA/29B/72/3. —Whereas having regard to the stage ot deve¬ 
lopment of the scheduled industries specified in the Schedule to this notification 
(hereafter in this notification referred to as the said schedule Industries), the 
Central Government is of the opinion that it would not be in the public Interest 
to apply the provisions of clause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 13 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) to the said 
schedule industries; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 29B of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 
1951) the Central Government hereby exempts al. industrial undertakings, 
registered under the said Act or in respect of which any licence or permission 
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has been issued under that Act and pertaining to the said scheduled industries, 
from the operation of clause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 13 of the said Act, 
subject to the condition that the substantial expansion does not exceed the limits 
specified below:— 

(a) in respect of industrial undertakings which have been licensed or 

registered under the Act specifically on the basis of single or double 
shift working, to the extent of production obtainable by the maxi¬ 
mum utilisation of their licensed or registered capacity; 

(b) in respect of other industrial undertakings which had commenced pro¬ 

duction on or before the first day of October, 1972, to the extent of 
an additional one hundred per cent of the existing licensed or regis¬ 
tered capacity, as the case may be: 

Provided that no such industrial undertaking shall be eligible for exemption,— 

(i) if it belongs to or is controlled by any of the Larger Industrial Houses 

as specified in the list at Appendix II-A (1) of the report of the 
Industrial Licensing Policy Inquiry Committee, as amended by the 
Central Government from time to time: or 

(ii) if it is a foreign company or a branch or subsidiary of a foreign 

company: or 

(iii) if the industrial undertaking is a engaeed in industries reserved for 

the small scale sector as listed in Schedule II to the notificat’c 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment, Internal Trade and Company Affairs (Department of 
Industrial Development), No. S.O. 713/IDRA/29B/70/1. dated the 
19th February, 1970. as amended from time to time; or 

(iv) if it requires additional machinery (except minor balancing equip¬ 

ment procured indigenously) whether indigenous or imported; or 

(v) if the industrial undertaking is engaged in an industry other than 

one of the industries listed in the Schedule to this Notification. 

2. This notification is in addition to. and not in derogation of anything con¬ 
tained in the following notifications of the Government of India in the late 
Ministry of Industrial Development, Internal trade and Company Affairs (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development), namely:— 

(i) No. S.O. 713/IDRA/29B/70/1 dated fie 19th February, 1970, as 

amended from time to time, in so far as the said notification relates 
to substantial expansion of industrial undertakings, and 

(ii) No. S.O. 912/IDRA/29B/70/3 dated the 28th February. 1970, as 

amended from time to time.
